columns on the roll. Busi¬ 
ness trade fixtures, which 
are entered on the roll as 
"improvements,” had also 
been assessed at the higher 
personal property ratio and 
had to be adjusted this 
year. 

Watson said the effect on 
individual district totals 
varied in proportion to the 
amount of industry within 
district boundaries. 

The totals here do not in¬ 
clude County public utility 
values which are assessed 
by the State Board of Equal¬ 
ization. 


Utility Tax 


the utility rolls will be sent 
to the counties where local 
property taxes of about $350 
million will be levied upon 
these assessments. 

Preliminary state-assessed 
values, together with coun¬ 
ty-assessed values of $32.3 
billion, bring the aggregate 
local property tax base for 
the 1964-65 fiscal year to 
approximately $36.7 billion, 
according to Nevins. He esti¬ 
mates that this tax base will 
produce over $3 billion for 
the support " of counties, 
cities, school districts, and 
other special districts in the 


value. Thirty-six miscellan¬ 
eous utilities, such as inter- 
county pipeline and express 
companies, account for the 
remaining $38 million. 

The foregoing figures ex¬ 
clude $29 million of board- 
assessed values of railroad 
rolling stock owned by some 
100 nonrailroad companies, 
such as the Pullman Com¬ 
pany and Pacific Fruit Ex¬ 
press, which will pay a state 
ad valorem tax of $2,017,000 
for General Fund use. They 
also exclude $5.2 billion of 
state- and locally-assessed 
solvent credits, consisting 
mainly of accounts receiv¬ 
able. These are taxed at 10 
cents per hundred dollars 
and consequently will pro¬ 
duce only ^.2 million of lo¬ 
cal property taxes.

L.A. County Tax 
Revenues Show 
Increase In *64 

The principal tax revenues 
of local governments in Los 
Angeles County reached 
$1,234,186,934 in the year 
which ended June 30, 1964, 
according to California Tax¬ 
payers’ Association. Local 
sales taxes are imposed by 
cities and the county while 
property taxes are levied by 
all local governments, in¬ 
cluding cities, schools and 
special districts as well as 
the county government. 

Th 1964 figure represents 
a $227,562,151 increase over 
the $1,006,624,783 imposed 
for the year ending June 30, 
1961. This three-year in¬ 
crease amounts to 22 . 6 % 
while population during the 
same period increased 9.8%, 
according to the Associa¬ 
tion’s analysis. 

Local sales and property 
taxes throughout the state 
of California totaled $3,171,- 
885,661 for fiscal 1963-64. 
This total is made up of 
$2,889,735,512 in property 
taxes levied and $282,150,- 
149 in local sales taxes. In 
the three years since t961, 
total sales and property 
taxes in California increas- 
eod from $2,486,134,524. This 
is an increase of $685,751, 
137, or 27.6 %, during the 
period when population in 
the state increased 11.5%. 

“California’s spectacu 1 a r 
and unceasing growth cer¬ 
tainly has had its impact on 
government and explains in 
part the growth in local 
taxes,” observed S. J. Ar¬ 
nold, executive director of 
California Taxpayers’ Asso¬ 
ciation. “However, every ef¬ 
fort should be made to avoid 
excessive growth in taxes in 
order that California can 
continue to provide an at¬ 
tractive business climate for 
the industry we so despe¬ 
rately need to employ our 
swelling population. Tax 
control can only come from 
expenditure control.”

M.S. Society 

High fund-raising costs 
was given as a major factor 
for discontinuing the house- 
to-house solicitation for 
funds this year by the 
Southern California Chapter, 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, 
according to Kent S. Bram- 
well, executive director. 

“The M.S. experience has 
been that after our agency 
had gone to great expense 
t o recruit neighborhood 
workers and supply them 
with their kits, over 30 per 
cent do not make their calls 
or do not return their kits 
back to the agency. 

“On the other hand, 
neighborhood workers who 
do call on their friends re¬ 
ceive generous contribu¬ 
tions. Even then, the cost 
factor exceeds 50 per cent 
overall,” Mr. Bramwell con¬ 
tinues. 

"The soundness of our 
policy of discontinuing the 
house-to-house solicitation 
is reflected in a reduction 
of campaign costs from 24 
per cent to 14 per cent in 
1963. 

“The M.S. Chapter will 
now have to rely on larger 
and more gifts from corpor¬ 
ations and contributions 
from individuals to meet 
budget needs,” Mr. Bram¬ 
well concluded.
